Trust company, one of the large banking 
institutions in the city with deposits of 
nearly $9,000,000, closed its doors today 
by order of State Superintendent of 
Banks Chencr. The suspension hardly 
caused a ripple in the financial district 
where the trust company was often re- 
ported in a shaky condilion. 


Superintendent Cheney in an official 


statement said an examination of the 
trust company had caused him "to con- 
clude that it is in an unsound condition 
to transact business, and that it is not 
safe for it to continue." 


State banking officers are now prob- 


ing the company's books. Officials of 
the trust company have made no state- 
ment and the extent of liabilities if un- 
known. Bankers, however, said deposi- 
tors would be paid in full.

HOW AGITATION CAN BE ENDED 


A. prominent railroad man, Roswell 


Miller, is exceedingly pessimistic. 
He 


fears continued railroad legislation and 
lays the blame of unrest upon the agi- 
tation. Says Mr. Miller: 


"I- attribute this unrest to legislation. 


We have had too much legislation. Our 
lawmakers seem to feel that they must 
make new laws, which .make it harder 
for us to do business and, so long as 
they feel that way I cannot sec any 
chance for improvement. 


"It costs far more to operate rail- 


roads now than it formerly did. Mater- 
ial has adranced greatly in a.ll lines and 
labor bas advanced 
accordingly 
with 


practically no advance in freight' rates. 
The railroads cannot pay dividends and 
keep up the improvements on present 
rates. Another uncertainty is the long 
delays we are subjected to in getting 
rate decisions. These delays are costly 
and must be met. 


, ''Capitalization has absolutely nothing 


to do with freight rates. Rates are not 
made with that end in view, but ars 
graduated according to the traffic. Rail- 
roads never have and never will stand in 
the way of moving freight. 


"'Really, I do not look for much change 


for sonic time. I do not expect the pres- 
ent congress will accomplish much which 
will affect general financial circles." 


This is gloomy indeed but still as a 


thought, perhaps it is not quite as bad 
after all. Perhaps Mr. Miller is mistak- 
en about continued agitation being push- 
ed against the railroads, for in reading 
over the report of the interstate com- 
merce commission, as good authority as 
is Mr. Miller, we find valid and excellent 
reasons for continued supervision over 
our roads. 
The 
commission 
plainly 


states that rebates have not ceased, but 
that such continue, only in a disguised 
and more dangerous form, because so 
hard to locate.

The report of the legislative water 


powes committee is not stetling. 
It 


carnVly provides for several things and 
discreetly separates between permits and 
franchises. Parts of it are very gpod 
but 
the finger print* are perceptible 


enough which leave » trackway out of 
the assert!veness of a'state ownership, 
this, nowhere being claimed as a princi- 
ple, but the essence of » state control 
left to make things smooth. This dis- 
tinction between private water power 
owners and of power*- now running at 
large, as it were, is drawn and all pri- 
vate owners of powers in the streams 
notified they're all right. 


It only needed the potion of thn state 


Utility law to put the sharp edge on 
the whole thing. The state controls in 
a way and yet the states doesn't own at 
all rights ae to the .water powers. Yet 
the state rights conveyed to operators 
of water, powers arc in forms of permits 
or franchises. The franchises are to be 
given by preference, as is right, to those 
whom the authorities deem 
will best 


advance the public 'interests and 
will 


improve the rights they secure. 
The 


power properties do not appear to have 
to pay sny license, rather franchise 
taxes, but if not misunderstood are to 
be all assessed at their full taxable val 
ue, whatever that may be. 


In order that the corporations be a 


carefully provided for as they evidently 
were in the ptesent state Utility law 
with the indeterminate franchises 
anc 


revoking of original franchises gt»nt« 
by the issuing eororcunities, the same 
principle is applied in this .report. All 
water power, franchises are to be inde 
terminate and placed under the 
BO-l 


control of bhe state utility commission.

It is in this fashion aided by excessive 


freight 
tariffs that" agricultural and 


fruit growers are fleeced. Fruits are as- 
sessed both by express and railroads to 
such extent that shippers do not realize 
from their farms what they arc entitled 
:o, and in many instances their ship- 
ments realize for them nothing, and on 
the coast it is not at all an unknown 
thing for a shipper to be called on. to 
make good rail charges because his fruit 
failed to realize sufficient to pay all 
charges. Has it ever been noticed rail- 
roads do not permit but one express 
company to use their dines, and if one 
for instance looks around, he will find 
the different express corporations enter- 
ing into any city all have a different 
way of reaching that city. Now if the 
law" may control rail freights and pas- 
senger rates, the law can assuredly con- 
trol the freights .or packages carried by 
every express corporation. 


Whether or not the public will receive 


relief through this investigation is un- 
certain, i perhaps very 
doubtful.
